Dr. Edward M. Brooks, St. Louis 
University associate professor of 
meteorology, observed the aurora |. 
borealis from 10:15 until 1 a.m. 
He said the bright ray of light 
“looked like a searchjight” and 
lasted for 35 minutes before fad- 
ing. 

The brilliance of the display in 
this latitude last night is particu- 
larly remarkable, Dr. Brooks said, 
because at this time the 1l-year 
cycle of sun spots is near its mini- 
mum point. He said the lights are 
generally attributed to solar dis- | 
turbances.

_From now on, civilian agencies 
Which handle matters affecting 
the defense program must classify 
certain material as “security in- 
formation” and give it one of four 
additional labels: top secret, se- 
cret, confidential, or restricted. 

-The order makes no attempt to 
define what information should 
be classified—it leaves that to 
heads of the various government 
agencies.

“The King has had a less rest- 
ful night but His Majesty’s gen- 
eral condition this morning is 
good and progress is maintained.” 

A medical expert said the 
phrase “less restful night” need 
not ncessarily cause any concern. 
He explained that the doctors 
probably have cut down the 
‘amount of opiates given to the 
King to ease his pain in the 
‘period immediately after the op- 
eration, in which all or part of a 
lung was cut out. 

Bulletin No. 6 last night said 
the King had a comfortable day 
yesterday and ate for the first 
time. 

One newspaper said the King’s 
first meal consisted of gelatin 
and a few bits of steamed fish.

The maximum sentence on con- 
viction of the 10 counts would be 
10 years in jail and $10,000 in 
fines. 

Gross pleaded not guilty as a 
legal formality, his attorney re- 
serving the right to withdraw the 
plea and enter a demurrers. 

Assistant District Attorney Jul- 
jus Helfand told Kings county 
Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz that 
“there may be a superseding in- 
dictment with additional counts” 
of contempt. 

Gross already is serving a five- 
year sentence for refusing to 
testify and wrecking the state's 


case against the 18 policemen. 


He is appealing that sentence, 
but his troubles increase. To- 
morrow he will be sentenced on 
his guilty plea of 66 counts of 
bookmaking and conspiracy. The 
maximum sentence is 68 years, 
though legal circles doubt he will 
get anything like that. 

For his refusal to testify Gross 
was sentenced on the spot by 
Judge Leibowitz for civil con- 
tempt. Should Gross be convicted 
on thecriminal contempt charges 
for which he must be tried, the 
time he has served on the sen- 
tence imposed by Leibowitz is de- 
ductible.

The action, announced by. the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, came as a Senate inquiry 
committee prepared to look -into 
charges that Gabrielson as well 
as his Democratic opposite, Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr., tried to use in- 
fiuence over RFC loans. 


_ Gabrielson has conceded -that 
he made a personal plea to the 
RFC for a one-year delay in mak- 
ing repayments on the loan to 
Carthage Hydrocol Co., of which 
he is president. 

Denies Influence With RFC. 

But he has said he acted only 
as head of a business, and con- 
tended that as chief of the Re- 
publican organization. he could 
have no influence with the Tru- 
man Administration’s multi-bil- 
lion-dollar lending agency. 

An RFC spokesman indicated 
that Gabrielson’s request for a 
delay was turned down because 
the agency makes it a general pol- 
icy not to grant loans—or give 
concessions to borrowers—when 
private capital could be used. 

Gabrielson has said that his 
company could easily raise the 
money for the payments from pri- 
vate sources, if necessary. His 
company has three RFC loans. 
; First payments on two of them, 
totaling $250,000, are due Oct. 1. 

Urges Gabrielson Resign. 

Representative Saylor (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, wrote Gabrielson 
yesterday suggesting that he re- 
sign immediately as party chair- 
man. 

Saylor said that he believes 
“great harm has been done the 
cause of the Republican party by 
the implications of your own reé 
lations with the RFC as an ex- 
ecutive of the Carthage Hydrocoi, 
Inc., while acting as chairman of | 
our great political party.” 

Saylor said “there is no evi- | 
dence at this time that these re-| 
lations (with the Reconstruction | 
Finance, Corporation) have been | 
anything but legitimate and hon- | 
orable.” 

But Saylor said he feels never- 
theless that Gabrielson should 
step out as party chairman.

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Props for Italy 

_ Italian Prime Minister DeGasperi’s pilgrim- 

age to Washington is beginning to bear fruit. 
Great Britain, France and the United States 
are setting aside the arms limits imposed by 
the Italian peace treaty. DeGasperi has Presi- 
dent Truman’‘s assurance of continued American 
aid. Perhaps most important, the Yugoslav. Am- 
bassador in Washington has told Secretary of 
State Acheson that the Tito regime is willing 
to discuss the future of Trieste with the Italians. 

DeGasperi needed assurances on all of these 
points to maintain his position at home, True, 
he recently. succeeded in forming his seventh 
-government. This, however, was not an indica- 
tion of great strength. His Christian Democrats 
are a hodge-podge party with many conflicting 
points of view. 

Opposed to them are the Communists, the 
largest Red group in Western Europe, not to 
mention the Nenni Socialists, the Liberals and 
assorted rightist and neo-fascist political aggre- 
gations. There have been indications recently 


that without strong support from Washington, *‘ 


DeGasperi and the Christian Socialists might be 
overthrown. 

The question, then, is whether DeGasperi is 
being given all the support he needs. 

The removal of arms limitations should bol- 
ster Italian pride, but it will not have much 
practical effect. Italy’s forces are far below the 
treaty limits, and her economic plight will hard- 
ly permit a very substantial increase in the near 
future. The cost of an increased Italian contri- 
bution to Gen. Eisenhower’s European Army 
would have to be largely underwritten by the 
United States. | 

Economic factors, especially overpopulation 
and under-employment, are the chief sources of 
DeGasperi’s troubles. He was very frank about 
this in Washington. And he made one possibly 
valuable suggestion: While Italy does not have 
the raw materials to step up industrial produc- 
tion, the Western Allies might well utilize its 
factories and shipyards in their rearmament pro- 
grams. This would keep costs down and provide 
jobs for Italians, thus depriving the Communists 
of their chief appeal. 

Then there is Trieste. The Italians have be- 
come very emotional about this Istrian metropo- 
lis, especially since the Allies declared on the 
eve of the 1948 elections that Trieste should be 
returned to Italy. This promise still stands, but 
the Allies cannot legally order Tito to get out 
of his part of the territory. All they can use is 
persuasion. The statement of the Yugoslav Am- 
bassador raises the hope that, through careful 
diplomacy, a bargain may be struck. 

Continued American aid to both Yugoslavia 
and Italy is almost certain to be an ingredient 
of such an arrangement. But Italy, especially, is 
worth such aid. The country’s military position 
is of paramount importance. And in spite of 
their experience with fascism, its people are 
democratically inclined. They have not forgotten 
the many, many centuries during which Rome 
and Rome’s influence were the very heart of 
the West. They want to belong to the West, and 
they do belong to the West. 

The task is to make this loyalty effective.

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Dinner Party at Jefferson City 


What the City Hall hoped would be a feast of 


good will at Jefferson City backfired. The Re- 
publican minority in the State House of Repre- 
sentatives declined to attend the legislative din- 
ner planned by Mayor Darst for the purpose of 
boosting the St. Louis earnings tax bill. 

The Post-Dispatch sympathizes with the May- 
or’s desire to spread word of the financial trou- 
bles of St. Louis.

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Who’s Inflationary Now? 

We expect a good many shoppers to hit the 
ceiling in various supermarkets this week as 
news gets around that the Department of Agri- 
culture has launched a strenuous campaign to 
induce farmers to withhold certain crops from 
market. 

The Department of Agriculture fears falling 
farm prices. In order to keep prices up, it 
urges farmers to store their rice, corn, soybeans 
and cotton under Government loan. 

If this policy seems slightly in conflict with 
that propounded by another branch of the Gov- 
ernment—the Office of Price Stabilization, whose 
energies are devoted to keeping prices down— 
Agriculture has an answer. It says farm prices 
have dropped nearly 7 per cent since last Feb- 
ruary. and that the prices of those crops af- 
fected by the storage campaign are below parity, 
except for cotton. It also argues that falling 
prices might discourage farmers from meeting 
production goals next year. 

This explanation is not likely to make much 
impression on a consumer who notices that, on 
the same day that Agriculture announced its 
price-raising campaign, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported the August cost of living as 
equalling the record level set in July. If farm 
prices have dropped 7 per cent since February, 
certainly food costs have not. If farmers are 
getting less for their crops, consumers are still 
paying more for the food processed from these 
crops. Who is getting the margin, and why?

Grand juries unearthing ugly facts in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau have received 
less than full co-operation from the regu- 
lar departments of the Government. 

Investigations of the China lobby and 
the aviation lobby stop short when they 
approach the presidential circle. Senator 
Kefauver is heartily disliked among lead- 
ing Democrats. St. Louis, a presidential 
stronghold, has been a wellspring of poi- 
sonous corruption from the day that Tru- 
man placed the Democratic party in Boh 
Hannegan’s hands. 

President Truman has yet to make an 
example of men around him caught in un- 
savory acts. Belated action, taken in a 
campaign year, will not bring back the in- 
dependents who switched to Truman in 
the summer of 1948. He now has only 
a few months in which to-correct the 
growing impression that the Democratic 
party has opened the doors to an entirely 
new class of profiteers who enrich them- 
selves on federal expenditures.

Famous Critic and Collector 


THE TWO LIVES OF JAMES JACKSON JARVES, by 
“a Steegmuller, (Yale University Press, 33!) pgs.., 


Before the advent of Mr. Steegmuller’s 
full, frank and apparently flawless biog- 
raphy of James Jackson Jarves, this noted 
collector and critic of the Jast century 
moved tantalizingly in and out of the 
pages of histories of painting. For most 
readers in the field, his was a shadowy 
figure, sketched by allusions as brief as 
they were laudatory. 

Oliver Larkin and Virgil Barker, au- 
thors of recent surveys of American art, 
often refer to Jarves as a man ahead of 
his time in esthetic perception. Proof of 
his taste is indicated by these authorities’ 
reliance on him for judgment of American 
artists who were his contemporaries, 
many now undergoing critical reappraisal.

One trouble, of course, is that 
Gabrielson has a kind of betwikxt- 
and-between status. As chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, he gets no salary and only 
a small expense allowance when 
he travels. 

He devotes three or four days 
a week to that job, according to 
his assistants. One day a week 
he gives to the Hydrocol Com- 
pany and to his private law firm 
in downtown New York. Even 
though his party is out of power, 
this seems to me to put Gabriel- 
son in an insupportable position. 

His two predecessors in the 
GOP chairmanship, Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee and Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania, both serv- 
ed without pay. But their situa- 
tion was somewhat different. 
Both have independent means, 
both had served in the House, 
and Scott continued to keep his | 
House seat.

The special House committee, ap- 
pointed to determine the location 
of the proposed four-year medical 
school of the University of Mis- 
souri, reported yesterday that 
choice of the site is the exclusive 
function of the university Board 
of Curators. 

“It is the opinion of this com- 
mittee,” the report stated, “that 
under the Constitution of Mis- 
souri the Legislature does not 
have the authority to locate the 
schoo], That authority is vested 
in the Board of Curators of the 
University of Missouri.” 

The committee also expressed 
the opinion $9,000,000 would be 
required for establishment and 
maintenance of the medical school 
during the 1951-53 biennium, re- 
gardless of location, and it an- 
nounced it would sponsor a bill to 
appropriate that amount for the 
proposed school. 

Pressure For K.C. Site. 

The university campus at Co- 
lumbia has been selected as the 
site several times by the board 
but there has been considerable 
pressure for locating the school 
in Kansas City. The committee 
said either site would be accepta- 
ble in its opinion, but it made it 
clear that the jurisdiction and 
| duty of the Legislature was lim- 
|ited to making the necessary 
| funds available. 

In the report, the committee 
said it had “seriously, patiently 
and frankly” considered the ques- 
tion of location of the proposed 
School.

The two groups at the Memor- 
ial bridge, by sculptor Leo Fried- 
lander of White Plains, N.Y., de- 
pict “Valor” and “Sacrifice.” The 
artist’s aim was to represent ele- 
ments in the making of a reunit- 
ed country after the American 
Civil War. 

Pegasus, the winged horse of 
the muses—dominates the other 
two groups, by James E. Fraser 
of Westport, Conn. They are en- 
titled “Peace,” and “The Arts of 
Peace.” 

The models were selected in a 
national competition in the early

Housewives with backache

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House Member Says Con- 
fidence in Leo J. Cla- 
vin Has Been Shaken 
by Criticism.

OE omac CITY, Sept. 26— 
Appointment of a special seven- 
man committee of the House to 
investigate operation of the state 
purchasing office, headed by pur- 
chasing agent Leo J. Clavin, was 
asked for in a resolution intro- 
duced yesterday by Representa- 
tive Robert G. Brady, Cape Girar- 
deau Republican. 

The resolution said that recent 
criticism of Clavin’s office had 
cast a grave doubt in the minds 
of citizens of the state as to 
whether the affairs of the office 
are being conducted with the high 
degree of integrity and efficiency 
necessary to a fair, impartial and 
honest administration of the vital 
functioris of the office.” 

Confidence “Shaken.” 

“The confidence of the people 
of this state in the integrity and 
efficiency with which the office 
of the state purchasing agent is 
being conducted has been sorely 
shaken by recent resignations,” 
the resolution said. 

The reference was to the resig- 
nation Sept. 14 of Mrs. Esther 
Downs Bishop of Jefferson City 
as editor of the Missouri Blue 
Book. She declared changes 
made by Clavin in printing speci- 
fications for the 1951-53 edition 
of the book—the state’s. official 
manual—were such that the high 
standards of the book would 
loweged. © 

Clavin’s office also came under 
fire in connection with a contract 
for the sale of the state’s waste 
paper to the husband of one of 
the employes in the office at $9 
a ton. Other paper buyers, who 
said they would have offered $15 
a ton, complained they had not 
been advised of the letting. 

Resolution Printed. 


Brady’s resolution, which was 
ordered printed and laid over for 
consideration at a later date, pro- 
vided for appointment of the com- 
mittee, which would be composed 
of not more than four members 
of the Democratic majority: party 
and three minority party mem- 
bers, by the speaker of the House. 
It would be authorized to subpena 
individuals, books and records 
and require sworn testimony. Ex- 
penses not to exceed $2500 would 
be allowed the committee. 

“Most of us may be of the opin- 
jon that we have had too many 
investigating committees in this 
session of the State Legislature,” 
Brady told the House. “However, 
we have a responsibility to see 
that the various departments (of | 
the State Government) are proper- 
ly operated.” 

In addition to the resignation 
of Mrs. Bishop as editor of the 
blue book, Brady pointed out that 
he had complained of operation 
of Clavin’s office in a letter writ- 
ten last spring to Gov. Forrest 
Smith. Brady then demanded 
that Clavin “be fired for obvious 
malfunction” of the otfice. 


Coal Bid Matter. 


At that time, Brady hints 
that Clavin awarded a contract 
for supplying 4500 tons of washed 
screenings for Southeast Missouri 
College at Cape Girardeau to 
Cape Coal Co. of Cape Girardeau 
at a price of $25,860 although an- 
other company submitted a bid 
$540 lower to furnish coal of a 
higher heat-unit content than the 
successful bidder offered. 


“I am not interested in perse- 
cuting anyone,” Brady told the 
House. “All I want to do is to 
bring both sides of the picture 
intO the open and allow the pur- 
chasing agent his day in court.” 

“I do think, however, that theer 
is sufficient evidence, shown in 
recent press stories to warrant 
an investigation of the conduct 
of the State Purchasing Agent's 
office.”

READER’S CORNER 

J. D., Des Moines, writes: We 

are about to have a knock- 

down and drag-out fight over 
the correct pronunciation of the 
word “italics.” I’ve been a printer 
for 35 years, and I’ve never called 
it anything but “eye-TAL-iks.” 
Am I right or wrong? 

I'm sorry, but the pronunciation 
“eye-TAL-iks” is as incorrect as 
“eye-TAL-yun.” As a matter of 
fact, italics means practically the 
same as does Italian: “of or per- 
taining to Italy.” 

Italics is correctly pronounced: 
i-TAL-iks; Italian is: i-TAL-yun. 

Mrs. T. C. G., of Cleveland 
wants the origin and meaning of 
“Christ.” “Our Missionary Society 
is not sure whether Christ is the 
surname of Jesus, or whether it 
has some other meaning. Will you 
please tell us?” 

No, “Christ” is no surname, 
nor, in the strictest sense, is it 
a proper name at all. “Christ” is 
from the Greek Christis, “the 
annointed,” and the title -original- 
ly designated the Messiah of the 
ancient Jewish prophecies (see 
Daniel 9: 25). Though “Christ”

667) ECENTLY I listened to a talk by a psychologist on 

R children’s literature and he said that Mother Goose 

was silly, nonsensical and not fit for intelligent chil- 

dren to read. He suggested books about familiar things like 

automobiles. Is he right, and are we who like Mother Goose 
for children all wrong?” 

Nobody is ever all wrong. Some of us are a little wrong. 
Most of us are more right than wrong when we accept some- 
thing that generations before us have found good. I like 
Mother Goose for little children. I like it because the chil- 
dren like it and are happy listening to the rhymes, chanting 
them and looking at the pictures.

A CHILD’S ENJOYMENT of something as harmless and 
to my way of thinking, as helpful, as Mother Goose is an indi- 
cation that it offers something the child needs and enjoys 
getting. For one thing, the rhythm of the words speaks to 
the nature of the child. His nature responds to the beat of 
the music, he moves with more grace and more decision when 
he feels the rhythm that marks the measures. That is good 
for him. 

The repetition in the rhymes helps him to memorize them 
and make them his own. It gives him a feeling of accomplish- 
¢ment when he can open the book to Simple Simon, point to 
the picture and “read” the rhymes. That is his first step in 
reading. 

There is literary value in those rhymes. They create pic- 
tures in the mind of the child; they teach some of the funda- 
mental truths of life, without overemphasizing, to his as yet 
unready mind. 

The rhymes are a great help to a child who is gathering 
a vocabulary. Every one he learns adds words and the mean- 
ing of them to his list. He likes saying hickory dickory dock, 
and the exercise it gives his speech organs helps to develop 
them. A phonic drill is not in order for the Mother Goose 
class, but repetition of sounds is essential. Nature prompts a 
child to that exercise, as anyone who has ever lived with a 
small child well knows.

ABOVE ALL ELSE, Mother Goose is valuable to little 
children because of its appeal to their imaginations. Our 
world is not the children’s world. They can accept the cow’s 
jump over the moon, the sparrow with his bow and arrow 
because of their childishness. Complete, full, rich childish- 
ness is essential to the young child so that his next stage of 
growth may have a sound base for its development. Let him 


have his Mother Goose that in days to come he can enjoy 
reading good books; that he may have a good-humored under- 
standing of people’s whimsies and so preserve his balance 
among the machines.

“REFRAIN”—To Hold Back or 
to Sing. 


W HEN you refrain from doing 


something you avoid the 
action, you hold back, you 
restrain yourself. In this sense 
the word comes to us through an 
Old French form from the Latin 
“refrenare,” to restrain or hold 
in check; and this goes back ulti- 
mately to the term for a bridle— 
“frenum”—with the prefix “re.” 
There is your restraint in the 
bridle. While we find the term as 
we use it today in very early 


usage, as in the Bible (Acts, v. 38), ° 


“Refrain from these men and let 
them alone,” it was originally a 
transitive verb as well. Thus in 
Proverbs i.15., “refrain thy foot 
from their path.” 

The refrain of a song might be 
called the burden of the song, the 
part you repeat or go back to. 
And this comes from the French 
out of the Latin “frangere,” to 
break. The refrain in direct con- 
nection with this origin is plainer 
in an allusion such as “I know 
the argument, don’t give me that 
old refrain,” There is your “break- 
ing back” to something, without 
music!

We had a brief lunch 
and then I went to Great Neck 
to speak on human rights at 
their meeting. It was a crowded 
session and I thought it was in- 
teresting to see young and old 
gathered together in one hall. 

Later I spent an hour with a 
group of French workers 
brought over by the ECA to 
study working conditions and 
methods in this coustry. 

They asked the usual ques- 
tions on race relations. It is 
hard for any of us to under- 
stand how much harm our atti- 
tude on race relations has done 
us in the eyes of other people. 

One of the women told me 
that she had come to this coun- 
try with a belief that no Ameri- 
can woman did any work! She 
changed her mind after seeing 
women in factories, but she was 
anxious to know what happened 
to the children while their 
mothers worked. 

The condition, however, 
seems to me much the same in 
France as it is here. There is 
little to be said about working 
mothers of small children ex- 
cept that it is unfortunate that 
they have to work. 
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had as its basis Col 
perialism; the new Evil Masters 
‘have as their goal Mental Im-. 
perialism, so seeking to de- 
stroy the power of self-determ- 
ination which is the essence of 
freedom, that the mind will be- 
come passive to alien forces of 
propaganda and _ hate.

MUCH has been written 
about the persecution in the 
eastern part of Europe but very 
little about the persecution in 
China and in particular that 
which has been meted out to 
the missionaries of all faiths. 


The Communists in China 
have had to adopt a dcuble- 
barreled attack on missionaries, 
inasmuch ag some are foreign 
and others are native Chinese. 
The foreign missionaries are 
accused of being “agents of for- 
eign imperialism.” Some Amer- 
ican Baptist ministers recently 
brought to trial were accused 
of being “spies” for American 
capitalists, though some of 
them had not been back to the 
land of capitalism for over 15 
years. The Methodist Mission 
which for over 20 years had 
rendered high service in edu- 
cating orphans and ‘poor chil- 
dren was violently dispossessed 
and its directors put into pris- 
ons. 

There was one instance where 
the Communist . propagardaa 
backfired. .A Mother Superior 
of an orphanage in Tientsin was 
ordered not to speak to her 
children for a month. The Com- 
munist then expelled. her.They 
sneaked her out at night and 
put her on a river boat. The 
children overheard the Commu- 
nists in the orphanage, sneaked 
out themselves, and suddenly 
turned up at the boat bidding 
the Mother to come out. The 
Communists herded them back 
into the orphanage, but the 
next morning they broke out 
again and as the boat went 
down the river they followed it 
on the road nearby pleading 
that the Mother come back. Fi- 
nally, the road left at the bend 
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dren from a nearby cemetery 
and put them into coffins. They 
then filled seventy-five coffins 
with dirt and place a bone of 
a child in each coffin. The 
townspeople were then forced 
to see the “prooc” of the mur- 
ders. When, however, the peo- 
ple came to see the “atrocities” 
of the nuns, they whispered to 
one another, “Only one bone in 
each coffin. Where 
skulls?” > 

If the Communist persecution - 
were a plague like the Black 
Death we would have long ago 
taken measures to kill it. But 
it is a more serious plague for 
it kills not only bodies but 
minds. But nething will be 
done effectively until men once 
again learn to distinguish good 
from evil.

As a rule, you don’t add the 10 
at this stage just to make a third 
canasta base. Your play depends 
on other factors. You don’t really 
need a third base; two are quite 
enough to work on. So you pause 
long enough to appraise your fu- 
ture g@ problems. 

If you are likely to be stuck 
for safe discards a little later, it’s 
better to save the 10. It may come

If the pack is 
frozen, your right-hand opponent 
is likely to discard a 10 to you. 


You don’t, of course, part with 
the 10 too hastily.
